REALTY MART SHOWS SPURT 
IN UNINCORPORATED AREAS
. Subdivision activity In the un- 
Incorpora'ted sections of the 
county is nearly double what It 
was last year, acocrding to rec­ 
ords of the county regional plan­ 
ning commission.

Particularly significant about 
this year's activity is the fact 
that the number of town lots is 
about the same as the number 
of so-called "small farms" of a 
half-acre or an acre each. Most 
of the small farm activity con­ 
tinues to center around El 
Monte, altho there is reported to 
be considerable activity in this 
line in San Fernando valley, 
Which is within Los Angeles 
city, where the county commis­ 
sion has no jurisdiction.

During the first ten and one- 
half months of 1936, there were 
90 new sub-divisions approved, 
.as .compared to only 62 during 
the entire year of 1936. The 
year 1936 showed a considerable 
increase over 1934.

New Subdivisions
Subdivision engineers for the 

planning commission said that 
building was planned upon prac­ 
tically all of the lots within the 
next few months, the situation 
being considerably different 
from 1926, for instance, when 
lots Were being purchased for 
sgegujation in many instances.

Some of the principal sub­ 
divisions put on the market this 
year are Santa Anita Oaks, 
which has been annexed to Ar­ 
cadia; a 52-acre tract in View 
Park, a 112-acre subdivision in 
Palos Verdes similar to Rolling 
Hills arid containing lots of from 
two to ten acres, an addition to 
Bixby Knolls in North Long 
Beach vicinity, and a Chapman

Woods on Huntlngton Drive at 
Rosemead boulevard.

Another attractive subdivision 
of the year Is Citrus Groyp 
Heights, at Beverly boulevard 
and Guirado street, northerly .of 
Whittier, which is broken up in­ 
to small farms of the country; 
estate classification. An addi­ 
tion to Lakewood Village, north' 
of Long Beach, was opened In 
February.
